Sondai, and the Sendai-Shiogama Section of the 
Nippon Railway Company: to tho public, tock 
place on tho Vth December. These scctions 
complete tho line from Uano Station (Tokyo) to 
Sondai, anito the port of Shiogama, which is 
situated on Sendai Bay. The distanco te Xen- 
dui ia 215} miles, and to Shiozama 224% miles.
